RICHMOND, Va. (AP) — The 
Virginia Congress of Parents and 
Teachers balked Wednesday on a 
tie vote at endorsing the state’s 
massive resistance school policy. 
Then, by a blade-edge margin of 
two votes, 515-513, it urged that 
localities be allowed to determine 
whether to operate racially inte- 
grated schools. 


The result of the voting at the 
end of a bitter debate of more 
than three hours represented a 
narrow victory for the moderates 
who did not necessarily espouse 
integration but would accept a “yen 
gree of it as the alternative to 
no public schools at all. 


It represented, by the same slim 
margin, a rebuff to Gov. J. Lind- 
say Almond Jr., who denounced 
the local option plan in an ad- 
dress to the P-TA convention Mon- 
day. 

The even split among the more 
than 1,000 delegates was . first 
pointed up in the secret balloting 
on the Southside District’s resolu- 
tion calling for continued racial 
separation in public schools and 
commending the stand of Almond 
and the General Assembly. 


The proposal needed a simple 
majority to carry and failed when 
the result was afmnounced as a 
tie, 557-557. Thirteen delegates ab- 
stained from voting and four bal- 
lots were voided, the tellers an- 
nounced. 


In between the announcement of 
votes on the two key resolutions 
the delegates tabled, killed or 
withdrew eight other resolutions 
on both sides of the same subject.

A month-long dry spell has 
been both blessing and burden to 
Georgia farmers. 


To cotton and corn growers, 
the letup in downpours was good 
After a year of heavy 
rains, the dry weather started 
just in time for harvesters to 
bring in a bumper cotton crop 
and a good corn crop. 


But to the livestock producer, 
the dry spell has served as a 
detriment. No big rains for 


ing winter pastures. 


Among counties hardest hit by 
the lack of rain was Washington 
County. County Agent S. G. 
Mercer said the county had had 
no big rain in eight weeks. 


“Some crops are burning up 
in the field,” Mercer said. ‘The 
land is too dry to prepare for 
winter pastures. And the. dry 
weather has cut in half our crops 


of soybeans and grain sorghum.”

In Wilkes County, a state live- 
stock center, producers also ap- 
peared to be headed for serious 
drought problems. The county 
agent’s office reported that there 
had been no measurable amount 
of rain in nearly six weeks. 


Mrs. Helen R. Hodgson of the 
agent's office termed grazing con- 
ditions “‘very poor”’ and predicted 
increasingly worse conditions if 
the dry weather didn’t let up.

U.S. Weighs

WASHINGTON — Post Office 
and Justice Department officials 
mét. Wednesday to consider ac- 
tion against s¢étalled “hate mail’’ 
attacking racial and “religious 
groups. 

In a statement afterward they 
prémised to do whatever they 
could. But they indicated that 
legal and constitutional restric- 
tions will make any effort to halt 
the mailings most difficult. 


The conference followed recent 
bombings of places of worship, 
notably a Jewish temple in Atlan- 
ta. Some of those charged with 
a part in that bombing have been 
described. as distributors of 
violently anti-Jewish literature. 


SUBSTANTIAL INCREASE 


Herbert B. Warburton, general 
counsel of the post office, met 
with Malcolm Anderson, assistant 
attorney general in charge of the 
Justice Department’s criminal di- 
vision, They said their meeting 
was occasioned by “a substantial 
increase in the mailings of hate 
literature.” 


Their joint statement said the 
two departments would cooperate 
in action against “publications 
which violate existing law.” 


“The difficulty, of course,”’ the 
statement went on, “‘is that many 
of these publications will not 
violate present laws even though 
they are warped and abhorrent.” 
The most relevant existing statute | 
‘bars mailing of matter that. 
would tend “‘to incite arson, mur- 
der or assassination."’

It is quite apparent 
that with the high cost of living 
today, no one could survive for 
very long on this income in ur- 
ban areas. Surveys show that 
three-fourths of Americans over 
65 years of age have incomes 
of less than $1,000 a year. 


NO SECURITY BENEFITS 


In the case where a husband 
died prior to 1940 and a woman 
never worked, there are no 
social security benefits. Women 
who fall in this bracket are 
forced to seek old age assis- 
tance from the state and, in 
some instances, are actually 
thrown on the mercy of the 
public. 


Pride plays a big part in 
keeping some women from seek- 
ing state aid or government 
assistance, according to Mr. 
Murphy. He points to the many 
people here in Fulton County 
who will seek the most menial 
type of employment or literally 
starve to death rather than ask 
for social security benefits, 
Many an oldster who finds him- 
self penniless, according to Mr.

The Friersons were attending 
a bi-monthly physics seminar, 
held at Emory University to 
supplement the current nation- 
wide television course in col- 
lege physics. Students enrolled 
in the seminar, taught by Dr. 
Robert H. Rohrer, may receive 
credit through the university. 


The Friersons get up in time 
for the 6:30 a.m. course which 
is televised over WSB, Monday 
through Friday. One puts on 
the coffee pot while the other 
turns on the TV set. Mr. Frier- 
son has studied college physics, 
but he is enrolled in the ‘“‘Con- 
tinental Classroom” to review

‘““T want to apply what I learn 
to present day happenings,” 
said Mrs. Frierson. The second 
semester of the course, begin- 
ning Feb. 11, will offer modern 
and atomic physics. 


The seminars are held at 
Emory from 7 to 9:30 a.m., and 
students come from 100 miles 
around. 


The course is designed pri- 
marily to teach physics to high 
school teachers. Teachers may 
attend the seminars and re- 
ceive graduate credit toward a 
master of arts in teaching. The 
course is recognized by the 
State Department of Education, 
Thirty teachers are enrolled. 


EMORY UNDERGRADUATES 


Regular Emory undergradu- 
ates may receive undergraduate 
credit for this course as a sci- 
ence elective without labora- 
tory. “‘We don’t intend for this 
course to replace our college 
physics,” explained Dr. ‘Rohrer, 
“we think we've got a — 
course. What we're mainly do- 
ing with television is making 
material available to people 
who couldn’t otherwise study.” 


Forty students attend the 
seminars as adult education 
enrollees, and five high school 
students are enrolled. The teen- 
agers are concerned about get- 
ting into college and take the 
course to supplement their high 
school scienee. Dr. Rohrer 
grades their homework prob- 
lems and turns them over fo 
their high school teachers, 


if

room. *“It starts the day off 
right,” she added. ‘“‘We live in 
a nuclear age and I think we 
should: know something about 
it.”’

Interest in anthrax was fre- 
newed recently when the Public 
Health Service announced that 
an epidemic of this disease had 
broken out in the United States 
last fall. It stemmed from con- 
taminated goat hair imported 
from India. The occurence of an- 
thrax is surprising, considering 
that Pasteur developed a success- 
ful vaccine more than 80 years 
ago. 


It is a disease promarily of 
horses, cattle, hogs, sheep, and 
goats, and is transmitted to 
man occasionally through han- 
dling imported and unprocessed 
wool, hides or hair.

Dr. Matthew Walker, professor 
and chairman of the department | 
of surgery at Meharry Medical |

‘Prior to the cytological diagno- | 
sis we had to wait until a woman 
started bleeding or showed some | 
other symptom,” he said.

Every woman | 
should have such an examination 
once each year.”
